THE VALVE OF A NEW YORK LAW­ 
YER’S CHEEK. 


As the story goes, the “ cheekiest 
thing ”—to descend to slang—on record, 
np to a recent date, was the act of 
the city that sits bY the sea, a few years 
ago, when it cut a street through a bill 
and assessed the -adjacent property for the 
cost. The lots left in mid-air by the ex­ 
cavation not realizing enough to satisfy 
the assessment, the city sued the owners, 
and asked for a judgment for the balance, 
thus taking the whole property and de­ 
manding a round sum for the privilege of 
past ownership. Assuming this story to be 
true, the city has been paid in her own 
coin. The great wheel of time brings 
about its revenges, and the unlucky lot- 
owners on the hill in San Francisco have 
the consolation of knowing that some one 
has “ got even ” with their rulers at last. 
Whole volumes of slang, and vocabularies 
of adjectives, have been exhausted to ex­ 
press the sublimity of cheek in individual 
cases, but no language, no imagery, no de­ 
grees of comparison can do justice to the 
“ cheek” of Mr. Ward, attorney-at-law, 
New York City, His audacity overshad­ 
ows all previous effrontery; his brass 
suggests dreams of colossal metallic 
plates, 
iashioned 
after 
the 
man­ 
ner of the countenance of Mr. Ward ; 
his “ front” stands supremely triumphant 
in its towering grandeur among all the 
•'daisies” of the human superlatives of 
" cake-takers he has put a market value 
upon “ cheek ” that makes all other ope­ 
rators in that line green with envy. In 
the troublous times, San Francisco, in fear 
of rebel cruisers, besought the Govern­ 
ment to send her a monitor to guard the 
Golden Gate. It came stored in the hold 
of a wooden Bbip, and great was the re­ 
joicing when that vessel was signaled. But 
the ship soon after reaching its wharf 
sank, and the steel plates and ribs in her 
hold were buried in the mud beneath 
twenty feet of salt water. The sunken 
property was insured against accidents in 
fourteen companies. San Francisco pledged 
her credit for §71,666 63, raised the money 
necessary to raise the ship, and in due time 
the Comanche monitor was brought to the 
surface, and the rebels were detied. The 
money was paid to the contractors, who 
assigned the policies to the city as collat­ 
erals for its repayment. About 1S69 San 
Francisco passed the policies over to one of 
the contractors that he might collect from 
the companies, and he in turn placed them 
in the hands of Mr. Ward, attorney, New 
York City, paying him a liberal retainer at 
the time. There the matter has slum­ 
bered, disturbed by one or two nervous 
attempts meanwhile on the part of Ward 
to make a show of doing something. 
Shamed by the darkness of her unlighted 
streets and the gloomy brows of her half­ 
paid police, the city lately bestirred her­ 
self abont this reserve, which would go 
far toward relieving the depression of en­ 
forced municipal economy. The Mayor was 
stirred np by the Supervisors, he awak­ 
ened the contractor, who in turn ronsed 
np Mr. Ward, and demanded an account­ 
ing. And now Mr. Ward, w ith^ prompt­ 
ness never to be forgotttD, has reported. 
He had for ten long years been laboring 
to collect the $71,000. He was resisted 
by the companies; he was compelled to 
put men of straw into the case that he 
might have Eernetbing to knock over. He j 
traveled 3,000 miles to get a pass-book to j 
be used to prove the facts, and when, j 
after superhuman efforts, he got it beforjJ 


the referee, it was ruled out. Then he ac-1 
cepted the terms of the companies ar.j 
compromised, giving a clean receipt, and 
settled up the whole business for $30,000 
cash. 
He then sat him down to 
figure up results. To shut up this one 
and buy off that one, pay Court fees and 
build straw men for the development of 
his legal muscle, he found he had expended 
$22,102 47. Hie own services he valued 
at $10,000. This left the city in debt to 
him §2,102 47, but in the broadness of his 
great heart, with the magnanimity oí a 
truly generouB nature, he wyites that he 
forgives the city the small balance, and 
will refrain from doing as she did -by the 
lot owners. Let San Francisco be thank­ 
ful. W hat has she to complain of ? Has 
Bbe not forced the insurance companies to 
disgorge ? Is it not the end and aim of a 
lawsuit to accomplish the defeat of the 
other fellow ? And so what matters it 
that Mr. Ward rakes in the money result 
of her contest to the laet farthing, fijr has 
not San Francisco, by this experience, 
evolved a fact of intstimable value to the 
world—the fact that a New York lawyer’s 
cheek is worth exactly thirty thousand 
dollars ? 
AN EARNEST APPEAL. 
Mr. William MacCabe, who says he rep­ 
resents 75,000 dynamiters, is, we trust, 
fully prepared with his bombs, for the 
Brooklyn bridge is to be opened on the 24th 
instant, despite his threats and those of the 
delegation accompanying him to protest 
againBt it. They can do this country no 
greater service than by sending the bridge 
aloft in ruins on that day, and a few score 
of innocent men, women and children with 
it. For what right have they or any to 
disagree with Mr. William MacCabe and 
hie hosts ? By all means, let the bridge be 
blown up. It is to be hoped that William 
will not demonstrate his cowardice by re 
lenting at the last moment. Let him stand 
firm for the high and holy canse he has 
espoused. This accursed land of liberty, 
where men have equal opportunities, must 
be punished. Let it be taught that men’s 
ambitions and hopes and labors and earn­ 
ings and happiness must be measured only 
by the judgment of Mr. William Mac­ 
Cabe and the honest villians he represents. 
William has now the one grand op por 
tunity of his lifetime within reach; the 
tide for him is up ; it flows at his feet; let 
him take it at the flood and ride on to 
fame. When he explodes the dynamite he 
will light a train that will flash to every 
hamlet in the land and awaken a 
nation to its dnty. W hat more can a pat 
riot ask 1 Another consideration should 
move Mr. MacCabe : President Arthur will 
be in attendance at the ceremonies, and the 
opportunity thus affords for doing away 
with another hated ruler. Let Mr. Mac­ 
Cabe remember the words of a devoted ex­ 
ponent of the exalted doctrine of dyna­ 
mite, “ No power can successfully contend 
against the bomb-throwers.” 


THE LABOR TROUBLES. 
It ha3 been estimated by competent sta­ 
tisticians that by the labor strikes made 
and threatened, and likely to be made this 
Beason, fully 250,000 laborers will be de­ 
prived of work. If the strikes, according 
to the average of duration found to be true 
in the past, hold good for forty days, and 
the basis of loss be placed at only one dol­ 
lar per day per man, the loss to industry 
will amount to $10,000,000. Judging the 
future by the past, which has established 
the folly of strikes, sb a rule, the loss will 
be complete and irreparable. But if it be 
admitted that an advance of 25 cents will 
be secured on the basis of $1 per day as 
stated, the remaining days of a full year 
will not compensate for the loss during the 
forty days of the strike. 
The Dallas 
Iferahl, in contemplating the situation, 
puts the matter very concisely and perti­ 
nently in this language : “ The idea of 
laborers throwing away $1,000,000 every 
four days is preposterous, and neither labor 
nor capital can stand it. It is doubtful if 
all the strikes that labor has indulged in 
for the past ten or twenty years have ac­ 
complished au iota of improvement or ad- 
vantasge to the cause of labor at large, 
while they have thrown to the dogs mill­ 
ions of money, and caused widespread suf­ 
fering. The great difficulty will always be 
that Rtrikes are contrary to the first prin­ 
ciples of business, political economy and 
liberty itself, in that they attempt to in­ 
terfere with and regulate business by 
forced and arbitrary determinations.”

general agriculture, to grape and raisin culture, to 
hardy and semi-tropical fruit culture, to silk culture, 
and to the culture of all those most valuable and 
profitable products of the earth to which the soil 
and climate of our State is so well, and within the 
United States, so peculiarly and almost exclusively 
adapted. That it would be better to have dotted 
over our broad plains, our delightful valleys and ad 
jacect hillsides of the Coast and Sierra ranges, an 
hundred cosy and happy homes, where one lonely 
and neglected ranch-house or stock corral, and ac­ 
companying stock and human sheds, are now to be 
seen. That it would be better to have an hundred 
school-house*, an hundred churches, an hundred 
manufacturing establishments, and, in fact, an hun­ 
dred villages and cities, with ait their accompanying 
agencies and facilities to a higher plane of civiliza­ 
tion— in short, that it wonld better that oar State 
should reta*n her distinguished position as the 
“ Empire State of the Pacific,” the pioneer in the 
settlement and civilization of the western half of 
the continent, than that we should allow others to 
rob her of this proud distinction, and outstrip her 
in the race of grand improvement.

DOMESTIC. 
Bennlon of the Society of the Army of 
the Potomac. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 16th.—The Society of 
the Army of the Potomac, whose reunion oc­ 
curred here to-day, had all that could be de­ 
sired in point of weather for their street dis­ 
play. During the forenoon tho air was 
enlivened with the music of martial bands, 
and the streets were filled with uniformed 
bodies—volunteer and regular soldiery. The 
procession was brought to a stand in front of 
the White House, and was reviewed by the 
President, Cabinet and members of the for­ 
eign legations. After the review, the mem­ 
bers of the Society of the Army of the Poto­ 
mac were received by the President in the 
White House. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 
A general business meeting of the Society 
was held this afternoon, and after the trans­ 
action of routine matters President Hum­ 
phreys announced as the next business in 
order the election of officers for tho ensuing 
year. Up to this point perfect order and 
unanimity had marked the proceedings. The 
scene, however, which ensued, and the dis­ 
cussion which took place in the course of the 
next three-quarters of an hour recalled most 
vividly the closing hours of the Forty-seventh 
Congress. Motions and amendments, calls to 
order, appeals to the Chair, which the Chair 
could not hear, or if he could, could not 
make himself heard to reply to, was fol­ 
lowed by others in rapid succession. Nom­ 
inations for President having been declared 
in order, General Mann, of North Carolina, 
on behalf of the Sixth Corpa, announced the 
name of that grand old Boldier, General John 
Newton. As soon as tho applause which 
greeted this announcement had somewhat 
subsided,’Major Steiner shouted at the top 
of hia voice, “ The nomination by the Fifth 
Corps is General Grant.” Cheers and cries 
of “ Grant”’ “ Grant!” “ Vote!” “ New­ 
ton!” “ Grant!” For some minutes the noise 
made it impossible for any one of the score of 
gentlemen to be heard. Then followed a run­ 
ning discussion as to General Grant’s eligibil­ 
ity. Some one from the stage declared that 
he was an honorary member. A voice from 
the audience replied, ‘ He hasn’t paid his 
dues.” Another called out, “ For fourteen 
years he declined to become a member of 
our Society. Why burden him with this 
honor now?” It was moved to proceed to 
ballot. General Mann then arose and stated 
that after consultation with several of his 
associates of the Sixth Corp°, aB there 
Beemed to be a general desire to elect Grant, 
he would withdraw his motion. This was 
tho signal for renewed commotion, accompa­ 
nied by cries of “ Good!” and “ Don’t 
withdraw!” which was higbtened when 
General Birnurn, of Connecticut, in ringing 
tones, announced that he would withdraw 
the name of General Grant. A voice, 
“ What right have you to withdraw 
him?” 
General Barnum, 
“ As pre­ 
siding officer of the Fifth Corps at tfieir 
meeting to-day, and because I know person­ 
ally that Grant, though he was thought not 
unworthy to command us at «Appomatox, 
does not desire the onerous duty in thie time 
of peace, and would not permit his name to 
be a subject of controversy if there is a single 
objection. I withdraw his name.” The Pres­ 
ident being utterly unable to mske himself 
heard. General Horatio C. King, the Secre­ 
tary, essayed to straighten out matters, and 
finally the nominations of Generals Grant 
and Newton were renewed and the balloting 
proceeded. After the appointment of several 
committees the result of the balloting for 
President was announced as follows : Gen­ 
eral Newton 155, General Grant 117, scatter­ 
ing 7. Newton’s selection was'msde unani­ 
mous, and with the exception of President 
the old officers were re-elected. Baslin, N. 
Y„ was selected as the place of the next re­ 
union of the Society, and the meeting ad­ 
journed. 
International Convention of the Yonng 
Men’* Christian Association. 
M ilwaukee, May 16th.—The Interna­ 
tional Convention of the Y. M. C. A. for the 
United States and British Provinces, opened 
this morning at Grand Avenue Congrega­ 
tional Chuccb, with 500 delegates in attend­ 
ance. Presiding Officer Wheat and Secretary 
Bowne served until the following officers 
were elected for the ensuing year : Presi­ 
dent, C. L. Colby, of Milwaukee ; First Vice­ 
President, P. H. Warner, D. C.; Second 
Vice President, J. Murray Smith, Montreal; 
Third Vice-President, J. L. Houghting, 
Chicago; Fourth Vice-President, James 
Bowron ; Fifth Vice-President, C. Angel, 
Hartford, Conn ; Sixth Vice-President, H. 
B. Chamberlin, Denver, Col.; Recording 
Secretary, F. H. Hatcb, Kansas City, Mo.; 
Assistant Secretary, J. N. Shannon, Qae- 
bec. The opening address was delivered by 
Mr. Wheat, the retiring President. Ad­ 
dresses were also delivered by Percy Bankart, 
of the London, England, Association ; W. H. 
Newell, of the Manchester, England, Asso­ 
ciation, and others. Congratulatory cable­ 
grams were read from the Earl of Shaftsbury, 
President of the United Kingdom Associa­ 
tion, and Herr Schleubacb, President of the 
United Association of Germany.

M ilw aukee. May 16th.—The Interna­ 
tional Committee in their report say : For 
the current year the committee has received 
subscriptions to the amount of $14,648.

The Great Storm. 
Cincinnati, May 16th. — Reports have 
been received of the ravages of Monday 
night’s storm in Indiana and Ohio, showing 
that the cyclone swept across a space twelve 
miles in length about six miles north of Con- 
nersville, ind., and with a path a few rods 
wide, striking the little village of Waterloo, 
destroying every house bat three in it, and 
doing great damage to the farms in its path, 
but injuring nobody. 
The fine iron bridge over Whitewater river 
was blown to pieces. In the southern part 
of Wayne county, adjoining, much damage 
was done to farm-houses. 
The Bame storm passed through Preble 
county, Ohio, unroofing hou'ts and barns and 
doing damage estimated at $70,000. 
Farther east, at Germantown and Miami- 
burg, there was a severe hail-storm. doing im­ 
mense damage to vegetatior. The young fruit 
was almost wholly destroyed. 
B u t t e (Mont.), May 16th.—A tornado 
passed over a section of the country eight 
miles sonth of this city yesterday, leveling 
houses, trees and fences. Five hundred feet 
of the basin Burning, thirty feet above ground, 
was blown away, Six men who were at work 
at the time were seriously injured. One has 
since died from the effects of his injuries. 
K a n s a s C it y , May 1 6 th .— The Times’ 
Wichita.(Ka?.), special says: Reports of the 
late seveie storm from the surrounding coun­ 
try indicate a serious loss of live-stock by 
drowning. Many bridges were weshed away, 
and the streams are higher than known for 
years. The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
bridge across the Great Arkansas was swept 
away.

N e w Y o r k , May 16th.—The fourth game 
of the billiard' tournament this afternoon, be­ 
tween Thos. Wallace and Jos. Dion, resulted 
in a defeat for Dion, the vanquisher of Vig- 
naux. In the sixtieth inning the game stood: 

Dirn played better 
after this, but could not reach his opponent, 
who ran the game ont in the ninety-second 
inning. Score : Wallace, 500 ; best run, 25 ; 
average 5 40-92; Dion, 377; beat run, 21; 
average, 4 13-91. 
Labor and Capital. 
P ittsburg, May 16J».—The Miners’ Inter­ 
state Convention assembled this morning. 
Eight delegates were reported present from 
Ohio, Maryland, Illinois and Pennsylvania. 
The question of holding open or secret ses­ 
sions was referred to a committee. A resolu­ 
tion expressing sympathy with the striking 
miners in the Pittsburg district met with 
opposition, tut was finally adopted. 
W ilkesbarbe (Pa.), May 16.h.—Ten 
miners at the Diamond mine have returned 
to work on the company’s terms. It is ex­ 
pected that all the strikers will resume. 
C incinnati, May ICth.—The shoe manu­ 
facturers held a meeting t -day, and adopted 
resolutions giving their version of the cause 
of ths lockont, which they say is forced upcn 


them by the Union men. They give notice 
that their shops are open for any workmen 
not directly shut out under the oparations of 
the terms of the arbitration agreement. This 
means that all con-Wnion men, as well as all 
Union men not members of the Assemblies 
that belong to the Arbitration Board, are at 
liberty to work in these shops. 
The Conductors’ Association of the United 
StateB is holding its twelfth annual meeting. 
Congressman Thompson's Trial, 
C incinnati, May ICth.—The Timcs-Star 
Harrodsburg, Ky., special says: Judge 
Denny spoke on behalf of the Commonwealth 
in the Thompson trial this morning, and was 
followed by Blackburn for the defense. The 
case goes to the jury at 4 P. M. Applause 
was suppressed by the Court several times 
during Denny’s speech. 
VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY. 
H arrodsburg, May 16 ;h. — When the 
jury came in with their verdict the defendant 
sat between Colonel Jacob and hie father. 
The latter was ashen pale with excitement. 
When the Court asked the jury if it had 
agreed on a verdict, tht foreman responded, 
“ We have,” and being asked what it was, 
«lowly said, “ We, the jury, find Phillip B. 
Thompson, the defendant, not guilty as 
charged in the indictment.” Then came a 
shout, and men rushed forward to congratu­ 
late the defendant During the confusion 
the voice of Phi!. Thompson, Sr , was heard, 
easing, “ Thank God. Tricky wives can now 
be protected.” The Court discharged the 
jury and adjourned. 
A Cheeky Plagalrtst. 
New Haven, May 16th.—Henry W. Pal­ 
mer, a stndeDt of Yale College, aod the re­ 
cipient of the much-sought honor of a mem­ 
bership in the Chi Delta Steta Society, re­ 
served for literary young men, has been dis­ 
covered in plagairism, and haB astonished the 
College, and set an example for the other 
plagairists, by publishing the following 
straightforward card: “ I hereby resign my 
membership in Chi Delta Steta. The reason 
for this step is the discovery of three instances 
of plagairism, namely, “ Golden Hair,” 
“ The DandelioD,” and the “ Lighthouse,” 
which have appeared over my signature in 
the Yale Literary Magazine. I plead Bothing 
in extenuation, and simply ask credit for 
what I have really done in writing.” Pal­ 
mer comes from Sioux City, Iowa. He íb 22 
years old, and a member of the present Senior 
class of Yale College. He has always as­ 
pired to be known as a literary genius, and 
some time ago he was elected editor of the 
Lit, the highest literary honor that can fail 
to the lot of a student. Soon afterwards he 
was taken into the Bones Society, He has 
contributed many articles to the magazines. 
Maryland Mormonism. 
B elair (Md ). May 16th.—After a lapse of 
thirty years, Hartford county has a revival 
of Mormonism. The first public meeting 
since the revival was held three weeks ago, 
and the second oa May 6th, both at the house 
of Joseph Eckert, a shoemaker and farmer, 
who lives uear the Rocks of Deer creek sec­ 
tion, and is known as a brother of the Latter 
Day Saints. At the last meeting between 
sixty and one hundred persons were 
present, the males outnumbering the 
females three or four to one, The meeting 
waB opened by Joha Fowler, a farmer, about 
26 years of age. He said he belonged to the 
original Mormon Church, not the Brigham 
Young part of it, and was a follower of 
Joseph Smith, He introduced his brother- 
in-law, Monteville O. Matthews, of Newport, 
York county, Pa., as the regular Mormon 
preacher. Matthews is a clock-mender by 
trade, and about 40 years of age. Though 
he has little education, he has a forcible way 
of speaking. He prayed before lie began h¡B 
sermon, and preached afterwards the divine 
institution of the Mormon Church.

D ublin, May 16th.—The trial of Fitz- 
barrio, as an accessory after the fact to the 
murder of Cavendish and Burke, was con­ 
cluded this morning. The jury returned a 
verdict of guilty against him, and he was 
sentenced to penal servitude for fife. 
Judge O'Brieis in passing sentence, Baid : 
“ The crime of which you were convicted was 
nearly tho same as murder. The deaths of 
Cavendish and Burke were caused by your 
act in inducing Smith to point out the 
victims.” The prisoner appeared stupefied at 
the sentence. 
The Pope's Circular. 
D ublin, May 16‘.h.—Tho Freeman's Jour­ 
nal, commenting on the Pope’s circular to 
the Irish Bishops, says hie Holiness has been 
misled, if not entirely deceived, by emissa­ 
ries of the British Government, who know if 
the Parnell party remains unbroken it will 
hold the balance of power in the next Parlia­ 
ment.* 
Small-Pox In Manitoba. 
W innipeg, May 16;h.—The reports sent 
out by special correspondents regarding 
sm&ll-pox at St. Boniface, are greatly exag­ 
gerated. The authorities state that there is 
only one case in town, and that is improving. 
Two children died day before yesterday, and 
two other persons, who were reported ill a 
month ago, have new recovered. Two or 
three houses are quarantined, owing to the 
fact that cases did formerly exist in them. 
The foregoine statement is based upon re­ 
ports of physicians attached to the Health 
Committee.

Secretary J. A. Daeremer presides in 
the absence of Hon. John Jay, of New 
York. Nearly IOO members are in attend­ 
ance, representing 17 chapters scattered over 
the country. 
The Metropolitan Club of New York have 
arranged with John L. Sullivan, the cham­ 
pion pugilist of the world, to pitch a game of 
base ball for the Metropolitan Club at the 
Pblo ground. The date of his appearance 
has not been definitely settled upon. Sulli­ 
van is a fine, base ball player, and really a 
good pitcher.' 
A Newton (Conn.) special says : Sherman 
W. Platt, a member of a much-respected 
family has slept sines Christmas, and has not 
spoken a word. He eals mechanically twice 
a day, and very little. He had malarial fe­ 
ver and a sunstroke last fail. He was to have 
been married in the suriog, but does not rec­ 
ognize his intended. 
The Head Constable at Liverpool main­ 
tains that the Btory of the discovery on a 
transatlantic steamer of an infernal machine 
is a hoax. The box contained only a brick. 
The London Times' correspondent at Liver­ 
pool, however, insists on the truth of the 
story, and declares that the police are anx­ 
ious to minimizffthe importance of the affair.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


ANSWER TO GRAND JURY. 
Eds. Record-Usion : The County Hos­ 
pital is, as stated by the late Grand Jury, a 
very important department of the county 
government, and the administration of its 
affairs should be in the best hands the county 
can secure. I will add that in treating of its 
administration a thorough knowledge of its 
affairs is absolutely necessary. No one should 
criticise its management without being fully 
conversant with the necessities and difficul­ 
ties existing, much less attempt to cripple i(* 
usefulness by willfully misrepresenting, dis­ 
torting or concealing the facts regarding it. 
Yet this is exactly what was done by the last 
Grand Jury. They seem to have exhibited a 
special ignorance concerning its necessities, 
and have grossly perverted the facts in regard 
to its expeoees. It is a difficult matter to 
conduct an institution of this hind so as to 
please all. Unless the patients and inmates 
are decently clothed, and well fed and CBred 
for, complaints are frequent, and the public 
are led to bslievo that they are mistreated. 
On the other hand, if the expenses run over 
a certain limit, a cry of extravagance is 
raieed. Between these two difficulties it is 
necessary to find the golden mean, and while 
providing fully for the necessities of inmates 
to yat keep the expenses within the bounds of 
moderation. This I claim has been done more 
fully by the last administration than ever be­ 
fore, and I predict that no material reduction 
in the running exptnta of the hospital can be 
mode, without either crippling the efficiency 
of the service, or inducing a return of thise 
old complaints from which we have for same 
years enjoyed a comparative rest. 
Upon reading tie Grand Jury report on 
the Hospital one wonld suppose that it was 
conducted on a scale of great magnificence, 
without regard to expense, and this impres­ 
sion is carefully kept up by the manner in 
which the facts are presented. It is stated 
that the total expenses were $75,693 23, mak­ 
ing a cost per head of §22 44 per month. 
This is not a fair statement, for a large por­ 
tion of this amount was expended in con­ 
struction and purchase of improvements, 
which form a part of the permanent equip­ 
ment of the concern. Among these I may 
mention : new woodshed, laundry and out 
buildings, new gasometer, new system of 
heating, new well and pump, new eewerage 
system, and many other like items, all cf 
which should be deducted from the total in 
estimating the running cXpen.s<$. The Grand 
Jury think not, bnt in cam the amount ex­ 
pended in erecting the new hospital buildiDg 
had been paid within the last two years, ac­ 
cording to their Bystem of reasoning, that, 
too, would be reckoned in to fitrd the co»t per 
capita. 
. 
The cost of subsistence, including every­ 
thing purchased in the way of meat, bread, 
groceries, soap, tobacco, etc., averaged not 
quite 87 per head per month, and with 
clothing, blankets, liquors, etc., added, it 
amounts to about §8 per head per mouth. 
These expenses are the only ones in which it 
is possible to make any material reduction, 
all the others (as salaries, insurance, wood 
and repairs) being as low as it is practicable 
to onaie them without interfering with the 
TFWSftngs of the institution, and I think no 
one will consider that amount an exorbitant 
rate, considering the fact that the ex pause of 
employes is included, and that complaints are 
now rarely made. 
As to the quantity of eggs purchased, 
I will say the average number of eggs 
purchased is not anything like the amount 
stated ; but in this case, as in all others, the 
highest amonnt was taken in order to make 
the appearance as bad as possible. There 
arp about eighteen employes at the hospital 
who cannot be treated as paupers. These 
persons must be decsntly fed and housed, or 
we cannot expect them to remain, where 
from the very nature of the case, the asso­ 
ciations aro not pleasant. At any hotel in 
Sacramento a boarder can have eggB every 
morning, if be so choses; and at the bospita', 
where the bill of fare is ceceesarily limited, 
they are almost the only relief from beef and 
mutton, and it was not thought to be ruinous­ 
ly extravagant to give them eggs for break­ 
fast three times a week. This, with those 
used in cooking, consumed about fifteen to 
twenty dozen p?r week. There are always 
from fifteen to twenty-five consumptives 
and about the samo number of patients 
seriously ill from other diseases—altogether 
au average of forty to fifty patients—who 
require a more inviting diet than those 
who are in ordinary health. 
These 
have always been fnrni-hed with eggs to any 
reasonable extent, as desired, and many have 
lived for weeks at a time on little else than 
eggs and milk. It will readily be admitted 
that twenty or twenty-five dozen a week is 
not an exorbitant amount for forty to f^fty 
such patients. As to the coat of butter com­ 
plained of, the §52 per month would be a 
cost of just about a cent a day each for that 
article. Surely this is not riotous extrava­ 
gance 1 
Say the Grand Jnry: “ It wonld seem 
hardly necessary that the county should pay 
$778 50 for nines and liquors, in the space 
of two years.” Indeed ! Let us see. This 
amount is an average of $1 06 per day. There 
are, as before stated, about twenty consump­ 
tive constantly in the hospital, who require a 
slight stimulus to sustain their strength as 
long as possible. These have been given from 
two to four ounces of liquor daily, say three 
ounces on an average. This acconnts for 
sixty ounces, or about half a gallon daily, 
and as the price paid was 52 50 per gallon, 
it will be seen that it more than covers the 
entire expense of that article. There does 
not seem to have been much waste in this di­ 
rection. 
I now come to one of the most scandalous 
and contemptible statements in this whole 
matter. After giving the expenses of the 
farm in detail, the Grand Jury say: "To 
this should be added the board, lodging, wash­ 
ing, tobacco and whisky of the Superintend­ 
ent and bis man, which esn safely be placed 
at 525 per month each.” I have already 
shown that the pro rata for board was about 
57 per month. The lodging and washing of 
two men is practically no expense, for the 
same cost would accrue were they cot there. 
The tobacco and whisky, then, is made to 
cover the remaining $18 per month each, 
which these men cost the county. The only 
answer necessary is that the statement is a 
reckless untruth, and not based on a shadow 
of fact. Wero it true, the fact would appear 
that these two men alone used two-thirds of 
the whole amount of tobacco and whiskypur- 
chased for the hospital. This carries its refu­ 
tation on its face. 
The reference to the laying of the new sys­ 
tem of sewerage, which was fiercely de­ 
nounced as a "disgraceful job,” has besn 
sufficiently replied to by the report of the in­ 
vestigating commiUea of the Board of Super­ 
visors, who found that the work was done at 
a reasonable expense They certainly can­ 
not be charged with a desire to cover up the 
sins of the oid Boards, and their report cn 
this matter is a fiat contradiction to the 
Grand Jury. 
The cost of wood for the hospital is not as 
large as stated in the report, but it is a great 
expense, and one which no practicable means 
of 
yet been found. Several sys 
tems of heating Eave Been tsstSff, fTttl now 
have afforded any material relief from this 
expense. 
Many of the inmates of the hospital are 
old residents cf this State—men who came 
here in early days and have labored 
hard and long, and have contributed 
in no slight degree to her advance­ 
ment and prosperity. These now keenly feel 
the ingratitnde shown in this report, which 
practically asks that they be treated as 
a t

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orthy of nothing more than a bare, meager 
subsistence. ShalL we adopt this miserly

arsimony toward Pur infirm and aged poor? 
lany others of the inmates are seriously ill, 
and those persons who have, unfortunately, 
had to sustain illness in their own families 
can brar evidence to the fact that the cost of 
maintaining aQ(j caring for the sick is en­ 
tirely awpi oporlionate to that of those who 
are in good

Second Day of the Capital Turf Club 
Races—The Sport Spoiled by a Rain­ 
Storm. 
The announcement that the races would 
commence promptly at V o’clock yesterday 
caused a large number to assemble at the 
Park at an early hour. Notwithstauding the 
threatening appearance of the weather, the 
crowd assembled to witness the first heat was 
much larger than that present to witness the 
firet race on Tuesday.

The second was a trotting race, mile heats, 
three in five, for named horses ; purse, §150.

Pools sold : .Mayfly $30, field $28, Dan $19, 
After repeated attempts the horses had a 
splendid send off. Gold Dust made a break 
immediately after passing the score, and fell 
to third place. On the first turn he trotted 
very fast and paased Dan. Dan came to the 
Becond place and Gold Dust fell off to the 
rear. The horses maintained this position to 
the score, Mayfly winning, with Dan right 
alongside.

The horses were well started on the second 
heat, with Msyfly a little in the lead.

The ground thus loBt he could not regain, and 
the m at arrived first at the score in 2:49, 
Dan second, Unknown third and Gold Dust 
distanced. The jockeys, stable-boys and 
country men, who had been buying numerous 
small pool» on the field, greeted Mayfly as 
she pastad under the w ire, the winner of the 
heat and racs, with a wild huzzah, and not­ 
withstanding the muddy track and descend­ 
ing shower, on her return to the score she was 
surrounled by hundreds of those who had 
been natía richer in purse by her victory.

Crop asd F ruit Outlook.—A summary 
of the special dispatches from all parts of the 
State on the 15th inst, as to the condition 
of the crop3 and frnit, shows that the yield in 
cereals will be from an average in some sec­ 
tions to full crops in others, while a prospect 
of the heaviest ever known is reported by 
ssveral counties. Colasa reports the pros­ 
pect of having eight million bushels of wheat 
to sell. The hay crop is damaged in some 
localities by the late rains interfering with 
its being cut, or by injuring it after cut. 
Some anxiety is also felt that the continued 
rains will result in rust or other damage to 
maturing grain, but no facts to that effect 
have tbm far been given of any moment. 
The fruit crop, except in the foothills, prom­ 
ises to te from an average to an unusually 
heavy yield. Iu the foothills the late frosts 
have seriously damaged nearly all kinds cf 
fruit, and in some localities it is reported that 
the yield will not be oDe-balf enough to sup­ 
ply the local demand. It is quite probable, 
however, that as the season advances the 
later kinds will be found to produce mare 
than now anticipated, as Bueh is nearly al­ 
ways the case when results of injury to fruit 
crops are forecast. In Sacramento county 
it is confidently stated, by those best capable 
of forming a correct judgment, the yield of 
cereals will be the largest aver known, and 
the fruit crop will also be very large.

According to ths 
records kept by the Signal ?ervice, the rain­ 
fall np to 8 P. M. last night was .21 of an 
inch, making 2 84 inches for the month, 10 53 
inches for the year, and 18.09 inches for the 
season, as against 16.06 inches for last seaeon 
to a corresponding date, which makes the 
present season 2.03 inches ahead of last year. 
The aversg9 precipitation for the last thirty 
years is 19.15 inches, making the present sea­ 
son only 1.06 inches behind the average rain­ 
fall for thirty years past. The Sergeant, who 
now seeks to throw the responsibility of the 
present weather on the shoulders of a man 
who died years ago, says there seems to be 
every appearance, according to Luna’s theory, 
that the 1.06 inches difference will be wiped 
out before the 20th of the present month, for 
Herschel says the weather ought to be 
changeable np to that date ; but at 10 P. M. 
last evening the wind was southeast, barome­ 
ter slowly risiDg, and the clouds moving from 
the southeast to the northwest, and to tell 
what the weather actually will be for the 
next few days is beyond the power of all 
local meteorologists. Dispatches received at 
this office last evening show that the rain yes­ 
terday was general throughout the northern 
and central portions of the State. 
“ H e's N ot B ig,”—It being known that 
United States Senator Davis wonld leave 
Sacramento on the overland ttain last even­ 
ing, quite a number of people assembled at 
the depot to catch a glimpse of the distin­ 
guished Senator and the possible future Pres­ 
ident of the United States. Based on the 
numerous would-be funny items that news­ 
paper paragrapbers have written regarding 
bis immense size, everyone expected to recog­ 
nize the Senator at once. One man who was 
not very well acquainted pointed to a well- 
known railroad detective, and inquired if 
that was “ him,” while several persons wero 
seen to gaze in awe at one of the division 
railroad officers, but no one until told looked 
at the right man, and then the remark was 
invariably, “ Why, he’s not big. We’ve a 
dozen men in this town that’s larger," or 
something similar. 
T he Se J une Case.—The trial of Se 
June for receiving stolen property has occu­ 
pied the attention of Department Two of the 
Superior Court for the past two days, and is 
yet scarcely begun. Carlton Ricketts, the 
interpreter from San Francisco, is in attend­ 
ance. The Chinaman is defended by Charles 
T. Jones, and the prosecnticn is conducted by 
District Attorney Carey, assisted by S. C. 
Denson. From the meeting of the Court ic 
the afternoon of Tuesday until the noon re­ 
cess yesterday Frank Clifton, the self-con­ 
fessed burglar, who was arrested by officers 
Rice and Beeier while in the act of robbing a 
car, was on the witness stand. The testi­ 
mony in the case will be almost identical 
with that given in the recent trial of June, in 
which the jury rendered a verdict of not 
guilty. 
T he E xposition B uilding.—Yesterday 
morning the Building Committee of the 
State Board of Agricnlture held a meeting, 
all the members present excepting Director 
Chase. At each of the piers of the founda­ 
tion of the new building the earth was bored 
to the depth of thirty feet, where gravel was 
struck. Thirty-six specimens of the earth 
at different depths were preserved in bottles, 
and after an examination cf these and a con­ 
sultation with the Board of Capitol Commis­ 
sioners, it was decided that eight foot con­ 
crete piers would not be sufficient foundation, 
and arrangements were made with contractor 
McKillican to drive piles to the depth of 
thirty feet at an expense above the contract 
price of ,$500. Cement piers will be placed 
on top of the piling.
